PIONEER MISSIONARIES 

Bishop Burleson and His Brigade 

There was no rousing welcome to 
greet them. They found a vast ex- 
panse of open prairies, bleaked and 
bare, but inviting and inspiring. They 
come with a will to work, transforming 
the Sioux Nation into a cultured Chris- 
tion people; teaching them to build 
homes and live in the new life of self- 
respecting citizens. These pioneer mis- 
sionaries and their wives have left a 
mark which never will be erased. New 
generations will come and go, but only 
the first generation is pioneers. Vrc in- 
herit their places to carry on the work 
of the Church, inherit their teachings 
and their honored names, but pioneers 
we shall never become. It Is our priv- 
ilege to continue what they had begun. 
May we honor their memory by being 
their worthy successors. The Niobrara 
Deanery which they helped to create 
and nourish through all these years is 
a mighty monument of their value to 
the community in greater and of more 
significance than the tombstones which 
carry their short biography and mark 
their final resting places. 

The Church tells of their faith in 
God, their hope of etcrn’ty, with 
and their love to God and their fellow- 
men. These early pioneers did not be- 
come a problem for the State, but be- 
came a real value. In reverance, there- 
fore, do we join in at this time to re- 
member our pioneer missionaries. For 
to them a community without a Church 
was not complete nor desirable, A 
Church to them was as necessary as 
their own dwelling, and any sacrifice 
however large was gladly made for that 
cause. May the memories of the splen- 
did service, friendly fellowship and in- 
spiring devotion to the Christ ideal 
which these pioneer missionaries have 
exemplified remain and linger in our 
hearts as we follow their lead and carry 
on (aya po) the Divine Commission.

The feast of the Annunciation al- 
ways marks a bit of Church history in 
the diocese of Connecticut, since on 
that day they have a celebration at 
the ancient Glebe House at Woodbury.
